An Atlantic Port, May 
persons lost their lives when the steam- 
ship City of Athens, bound from New 
York for Savannah, was rammed and 
sunk by a French Cruitser off the Del- 
aware coast at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ine. 

The missing include ten men and two 
women who were passengers, seven 
out of twenty-four United States ma- 
rines who were on board, fourteen out of 
twenty French sailors and thirty-three 
members of the crew. 

Both ships were carrying running 
lights because of the heavy fog which 
hung over the sea. 

Only One “8S. 0. S.” Call. 

F. J. Doherty, the wireless.operator, 
was able to send out only one “S. O. 
S.”’. call after the warship’s bow 
plunged into the City of Athens’ side 
near the bow. There was no response 
to the appeal for aid and the vessel 
sank so quickly Doherty {had no oppor- 
tunity to repeat the call. He is be- 
lieved to have been drowned at his 
post.

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ALLEGED LAND DEED 
FORGER IS ARRESTED 
AND HELD AT TOWER 


Having been indicted by the Fulton 
grand jury several days ago on the 
charge of forging land deeds, Charles 
Edwin Davis, 41 years old, who was 
convicted in Cobb county in 1916 on 
charges of forging a chain of land 
deeds, but was later exonerated by 
the court of appeals om the grounds 
that it was not own that the crime 
was committed in Cobb county, was 
afrested Wednesday.afternoon by De- 
tective Sergeant George C. Bullard a 
few miles from Rome, Ga., after a 
two days’ search. 

He was brought to Atlanta and com- 
mitted to the Tower in lieu of a $5,000 
bond. Davis was jointly indicted with 
H. D. Leon, formerly a justice of the 
peace in Cobb county, on the charge 
of forging a deed on land in Ware 
county, which was formerly owned by 
the late Judge Logan E. Bleckley. It 
is charged that the victim was a Ware 
county farmer. Leon was arrested 
recently and lodged tin* the Tower, 
where he is being held on $5,000 bond. 

According to the statement of So- 
licitor John A. Boykin, the land on 
which the deed was alleged to have 
been forged is owned by the estate of 
Judge Bleckley, whO was granted the 
land by the state many years ago. He, 
says Davis has”“served a term in the 
federal prison on the charge of forg- 
ing clearing house receipts in Rome 
in ‘1908. Davis owas disbarred, he 
says, from the practice of law in Rome 
and later came to Atlanta; establish- 
ing a trust. company, which was raid- 
ed. by the authorities and many al- 
leged forged deeds seized. Davis was 
later indicted by the Cobb county 
grand jury and was caught several | 
weeks later in Butte, Mont., and 
brought back to Cobb county for tMal | 
and later exonerated by the court of 
appeals, as stated. ;

The. organized farmers of Georgia, 
meeting Tuesday in extraordinary ses- 
sion at the call of J. H. Mills, their 
president, issued a warning to every 
candidate for federal legislative of- 
fice that any suggestion of his inde- 
cision upon or favor for the cotton 
price-fixing propaganda will cost him 
the farmers’ vote. . 

They bitterly denounced the effort 
in congress to fix the price of cotton, 
calling the Emerson bill unjust and un- 
fair; they insisted that the apPlication 
of the principle of supply and demand, 
so earnestly pressed upon them as an 
excuse for 6-cent cotton im 1914, be the 
determining factor now. 

Nor did they end with resolution. 
They named a committee of four men 
pwho are instructed to go to Washing- 
ton and to fight the price-fixing bil), 
the federal control of cotton bill and 
all such other legislation until their 
end is obtained. Digging into 
pockets the farmers furnished money 
to pay the expenses of these men for 
an indefinite period, promising more 
should the amount fail to suffice. 


Other Matters Considered. 

The opposition to legislative 
Ing with the cotton crop was 
sole result of the momentgus 
which packed the hall of the general! 
assembly at the state capitol. The la- 
bor shortage, the forthcoming tractor 
demonstrations, the adoption of a lo- 
cal tax law for school purposes and 
the “kill the fat” campaign were some 
of the subject of speeches and action. 

High lights in the speaking program 
were Governor Dorsey, National Farm- 
ers’ President Charles S; Barrett, J. J. 
Brown, of the state agricultural de- 
partment; M. L. Johnson, who heads 
the house agricultural comMittee in the 
general assembly, and Walter P. An- 
drews, state senator. 

The governor summed up the posi- 
tion of the Georgia farmers on the cot- 
ton question in this statement: “Tf 
it were necessary to win the war that 
the price of cotton be fixed—or be con- 
fiscated either—Georgia farmers would 
not object. But if it is not necessary, 
they submit that it is unfair to do it.” 

The chief executive of the state de- 
clared he was not able to give the 
farmers advice in the matter for which 
they had met, but he called forcibly to 
their attention the need of the “bayonet 
thrust” to solve this or any other situ- 
ation. “The boll weevil did more in 
two years to accomplish crop diversi- 
fication in Georgia than fifteen years 
of talk,” he gaid. “One thrust of the 
bayonet is better than all the meta- 


physical speculation in the world. 
“It is the part of wisdom for farm- 


ers of this state to labor for food pro- 
duction,” the governor went on. Then 
he took up, the*proposed solutions for 
labor difficulties and for tractorizing 
the farms.

Concerg, N. C., May 1,—Otto Schu- 
mann, an interned enemy alien, is 
charged in a warrant issued here today 
with the murder of Mrs. Maude A. 
King, a wealthy Chicago widow, for 
whose killing at Black Welder Spring, 
near here, last August, Gaston B. Means 
was tried by a jury and acquitted. 

The warrant was ‘ssued on an affi- 
davit by M N. Caldwell, city prosecut- 
ing attorney, who alleges that Schu- 
mann shot the womkhn while trying to 
kill MeAns to prevent him from sup- 
plying information to the American 
government as to the methods Germany 
had employed to get copper and rub- 
“ber from the United States before this 
country entered the war. Means had 
been an agent for the German govern- 
ment in such transactions, and when 
he severed his connections with Ger- 
‘many he told her agents that he pro- 
‘posed té lay what information he had 
before his own government. 
According to the affidavit, Schumann, 
“et the direction of German interests,” 
followed Means from New York to 
North Carolina and trafled him in and 
near Concord. On the night of the 
killing Mr. Caldwell. said, Schumann 
followed Mrs: King and Means to the 
spring on a motorcycle, He was seen 
to leave there by two unnamed wit-

Washington, May 1—Though fully 
anticipated, the annowncement from 
London of the ppstponement of the 
application of the‘conscription act to 
Ireland was received with great relief 
by officials here. Grave concern had 
been felt over the situation and there 
have been indications that the Wash- 
ington administration has let Premier 
Lloyd-George khow that in its judg- 
ment the application of the Irish con- 
scription. act should follow and not 
precede the passage of the home -tule 
act. , 

Interference in the internal affairs 
of another state under ordinary con- 
ditions might be bitterly resented, but 
the situation is somewhat different 
now because of the extraordinarily in-

My Dear Mr. : Dean I am in receipt of 
your communication of the 26th inst., di- 
rected to me as chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee, in which 
you make certain suggestions upon which 
it may be possible for all candidates for 
the democratic nomination for the United 
States senate to meet in joint discussion 
at different places in every congressional 
district. 

While I personally approve the excellent 
plan contemplated by your proposition, I 
cannot properly take the initiative in put- 
ting the plan into operation, because it 
is not within the jurisdiction of the com- 
mittee, or of its sub-committee, to control 
or to influence the judgment of any can- 
didate for the nomination in the conduct 
of his own campaign.

WARMER WEATHER

Southern truck 
growing is fairly well, except where too 
wet. Shipments of potatoes continue mod- 
erately heavy from Florida and are in- 
creasing from Texas.—Martin.

_In several respects the week ending April

Washington, May 1.—Weather during the 
week ending yesterday continued markedly 
unfavorable for cotton and little improve- 
ment was reported, according to the na- 
tional weather and crop bulletin issued to- 
day.

1,800,000 Men Available at Once. 


Under the new classific 
\ there are understood to be 1. fee 000 mee 
immediately av 1 om daatt 
‘ty available for active milf- 
lary service in class 1. That estimate 
is based on the returns of numerous 
States and the law of averages lt 
excludes all men rated as fit only for 
limited special service, all delinquents 
Slated for immediate induction into 
class 1 when apprehended, and all of 
the so-called remedial] cases, the men 
who will be fit for active service aft- 
er operations or medical treatment to 
correct minor physical defects. Be- 
hinds that, also, stand the men who 
have reached 21 years since the draft 
act was passed and who will be brought 
in under pending amendments. Proba- 
bly the total of effectives in class 1 
will prove to be 2,500,000 men when 
the definite figures are available. 

This is the first reservoir from which 
men will be drawn to fill up the new 
armies. It is conceivable that class 1 
will be exhausted in time. but not that 
it would fail to furnish all the men who 
can be shipped to France before con- 
gress meets again. For this reason it 
18s regarded as probable that the ques- 
tion of increasing age limits of the 
draft act or of drawing upon class 2 can 
be deferred until congress again con- 
venes. 4 

While plans for the future have been 
shaping up for presentation to con-- 
gress, the war department has been 
pressing vigorously its efforts to ex- 
pedite the movement to France 9f men 
already under arms. Secretary Baker 
appeared today before the conference 
of shipping board officials with ship 
owners and seamen’s unions to urge 
prompt manning of new ships. He told 
the conference that the movement of 
troops was going smoothly. 


Rushing Men to Frent. 


The record ofachievement during the 
last few weeks is pointed to with pride 
by war department officials. Military 
precautions forbid disclosure of the rate 
at which the army it being sent to the 
front, but Mr. Baker will be able to 
give the house committee tomorrow 
some interesting figures in this req 
gard. 

In pressing forward the troops the 
war department, it Is learned, has aban- 
doned its previous policy of complet- 
ing organization of a unit before it 
goes over. Under the new plan regi- 
ments or larger units go forward on 
schedule even if they are short a con- 
siderable part of their full enlisted 
strength at the time. They will be 
filled up on the other side by the 
drafts from replacement camps in this 
country. 

The number of men scheduled to be 
called to the colors this month under 
the selective service act, has been 
raised to 250,000. Last month 150,000 
were mobilized. At this rate half of 
the 800,000 which the d®partment, be- 
fore the German drive was launched, 
had planned to call during the pres- 
ent year will have been called out in 
two months’ time. 

To Expand Existing Camps. 

In connection with the increase of 
the army the war department is in- 
clined to expand existing cantonments 
and the pick of the national guard 
camps to accommodate additional 
troops rather than to the construction 
of new cantonments. .

SHIP INSURANCE RATE

Washington, May 1.—The treasury is 
considering reducing from three to two 
per cent the government marine insur- 


ance rate on steamer and cargoes pass- 
ing through the war zone, and Secre- 
tary McAdoo will act on this recom-
